BOYCOTT FINES RESENTED. 

The effort on the part of some of the 
unions to prevent their members from 
patronizing non-union places, by im- 
posing a fine upon them, is to be con- 
tested in the courts. Several of the 
unions have adopted resolutions to the 
effect that any member who deals with 
a non-union house affected by any 
strike shall be fingd, and if the fine 
is not paid the member will be ex- 
pelled. This form of intimidation is 
not liked by many of the union men, 
and they particulariy do not want it 
enforced in behalf of union restaurants. 
It is the intention of those interested 
to make a test case, and if the en- 
forcement of such regulations can be 
prevented by law, the danger of sym- 
pathetic strikes would be greatly les- 
sened. It is not the union men them- 
selves who will carry this matter to 
the courts, but others equally fMmter- 
ested will pay the expense of taking 
it to the court of last resort, if 
need be 


APPRENTICES CALLED OUT. 

The Machinists’ Union has called out 
all the apprentice boys in the different 
machine shops of the city, who are 
eligible to membership in the union. 
Nearly one hundred of these boys were 
at work in the shops affected by the 
machinists’ strike. A few of them re- 
fused to obey the order. 

Some of the molders at the Dow Ma- 
chine Works walked out today,  »be- 
cause of the employment of a  non- 
union machinist. Others there, and in 
other shops, are expected to quit work 
soon. The very nature of their em- 
ployment in many of the shops makes 
their work dependent upon the work 
which the machinists should be doing.

SALOON AT PRESIDIO. 


——— 


QUELL THE RIOT. 


Summary Vengeance on the Resort of 
Mrs. Powers by a Mob of Discharged 
Voiunteer Inf-ntrymen. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 1--A mob 
of soldiers numbering five or six hun- 
dred indulged in a riot last night, and 
wreckc-1 Mrs. Powers’s saloon, one of 
the many drinking places just outside 
the Presidio reservation. 

There are a great many conflicting 
stories as to the origin of the trouble. 
The soldiers of the Forty-sixth Volun- 
teer Infantry were mustered out of the 
service yesterday and the men given 
their discharges and pay. Most of the 
men had several hundred dollars com- 
ing to them, and they did consider- 
able drinking in the Presidio resorts. 
A man by the name of Morgan of the 
Forty-sixth was found unconscious in 
the front of Mrs. Powers’s saloon. Two 
of Mergan’s company mates took him 
to camp for treatment. The doctor pro- 
nounced it a case where drugs had 
been administered. 

The news spread rapidly about the 
camp, and soon there were a dozen or 
more men running to Mrs. Powers’s sa- 
loon. They demanded reparation for 
the drugging of their comrade, but any 
knowledge of the affair was denied. 
Two or three ‘ex-soldiers lounging 
about the place sided in with the 
woman, and ordered the soldiers from 
the premises. They went back for re- 
inforcements and spread the _ report 
that two of their companions had been 
killed in this saloon. 

A mob made up of members of the 
Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth regiments 
then rushed pellmell through the Presi- 
dio gates to the saloon. Stones were 
gathered on the way, and then the 
place was stormed. Every window in 
the place was broken, the bar and fix- 
tures smashed and the interior demol- 
ished completely. The ges jets were 
snapped off and the coal-oil lamps 
overturned. 

The place caught fire and a police- 
man broke through the crowd and 
rang the fire alarm. By that time the 
infuriated men were yelling to burn 
the place and lynch the one helpless 


from the place. Officers tried to rush 
Harris through the crowd. but were 
stopped. In spite of the efforts of the 
police to protect Harris, the soldiers 
beat and cut him terribly. Finally, 
when the squadron of cavalry and pro- 


ty-fifth Regiment. under command of 
Capt. Evans, arrived, a passage was 
made through the crowd, and Harris 
taken to a safe plece. The efforts of 
the cavalry and guard to disperse the 
crowd were futile until the fire hose 
was turned on. This and the entire 
ey of the post helped to restore or- 
er. 


Mrs. Powers estimated the damage 
at $2000. Not a thing was left intact 
in the sfloon. A careful investigation 
of the reports that some of the soldiers 
had died from drugged liquor proved 
that such was not the case. Morgan 
of the Forty-sixth Regiment was the 
only man whom it is thought might 
have been the victim of a drug.

FALSE AMERICAN NEWS. 

The German press this week devoted 
much space to discussion of the rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Germany. Correspondence from the 
United States has appeared in the 
Kreuz Zeitung and other influential 
papers, describing the “spread of anti- 
German sentiment in the United 
States,"" some of the correspondents go- 
ing to the length of asserting that 
American papers are systematically in- 
flaming the public mind to war against 
Germany. The papers here unani- 
mously maintain that all the alleged 
German plans for the acquisition of 
either coaling stations or 
colonies in Central or South America 
are sensational inventions.” 

The Berliner Tagebilatt contains a 
two-column article in which, partly on 
authority of correspondents, 
statements made by a German-Bra- 
~flian, and partly on extracts from the 
¢ razilian press telegrams, the charge is 
made that the United States is sys- 
tematically intriguing in Brazil against 
legitimate German colonial and com- 
mercial influences, poisoning the Bra- 
zilian mind and conveying the idea 
that Germany intends to go to war and 
seize Brazil. 

The Tageblatt editorially advises the 
Foreign Office to more determinedly 
deny such charges, and also prove un- 
true the often-repeated statement that 
Germany intends to disregard and de- 
stroy the Monroe doctrine.

REDLANDS, June 1.—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] The 
owners of the Redlands electric road 
have decided to extend the line three 
miles southeast of the city to the Coun- 
try Club golf links. The route that will! 
be followed is south on Cajon to Gar- 
den street, and thence to the links out- 
side the city limits. Another route was 
under discussion, but the bonus asked 
for was not forthcoming from the 
property owners on Franklin street. 
and as the Garden-street people had 
their money ready they got the line. 
The amount of the bonus is $8000. 

The extension is expected to influence 
eottage building in that direction in a 
remarkable degree, as the rapid transit 
afforded is the only thing that hes 
been lacking heretofore. Construction 
work will begin as soon as the neces- 
sary franchise has been advertised and 
awarded. The initial steps will prob- 
ably be taken at the next meeting of 
the City Council and the Supervisors. 
Material has not yet been ordered, but 
it is understood this will be done at 
once, as there is no opposition appre- 
hended to the passage of a franchise 
ordinance.

NIAGARA BY TELEPHONE. 


Roar of the Great Falls Carried to 
the Pan-American Exposition by Elec- 
tric Wires. 


{Exposition Circular:] The great ma- 
jority of people who visit Niagara 
alls seldom get a full idea of the 
sublimity of the waterfalls and sur- 
rounding grandeur until they have 
loitered about the beautiful locality an 
hour or two. It is so awe-inspiring 
that the spectacic has a tendency to 
Gaze one’s senses, and for a time peo- 

e linger about the fascinating river, 

rdiy knowing what to say. The 
B of the falls greets them 
long fore their eyes rest upon the 
failing waters, and they see the rapid 
current hurrying the waters on to the 
awful brink over which the dood of 
old Erie flows.

Ni- 
agara’s roar and impressions of its 
mightiness are ever present, and the 
sound of the falling waters that plunge 
over the brink of this precipice makes 
music for the ears of millions. 

So adept has become the application 
of the telephone, the instrument that 
was shown with such great curiosity 
at the Centennial Exhibition in 1876, 
that this music of the tossing. tumb- 
ling, dancing, foam-crested waters of 
the falls of Niagara is to be transmitted 
from the point where the sound is most 
tumultuous and inspiring to the Pan- 
American Exposition, there to give 
joy to thousands upon thousands. Tw 
accomplish this marvelous resu.t, a 
long-distance telephone transmitter has 
been placed in that wonderful cavern, 
the Cave of the Winds, right under te 
falls. Attached to the transmitter 
there is a megaphone, and this gath- 
ers the sound of the plunging waters 
for the telephone transmitter. Leading 
fiom the transmitter are two wires, 
and these run into the Niagara Falls 
central station of the Bell Telephone 


Company. From this point, or station, } 


a special wire is run to the telephone 
exhibit in the éxposition, where re- 
ceivers will be available, at which the 
crowds may listen to the transmitted 
roar of the cataract, twenty miles 
away. 

This transmitted roar is thoroughly 
realistic. With attentive listening, one 
can hear the water splashing with 
frightful force on the rocks that have 
for ages withstood the B gro rgpe down- 
pour from the river, 160 feet above. 

The fact that the transmitted elec- 
trie energy of the falls is everywhere 
present about the Pan-American 
grounds and buildings, and that the 
very roar of the falls, the “Thunder 
of Waters,” is also to be heard, brings 
the exposition and Niagara doubly 
close together. Combined, they offer 
the rarest treat ever afforded, both 
for entertainment and edification. 

All who hear the transmitted roar of 
the cataract will want to look upon 
the spot from which the gathered 
sound emanates. It is reached by 
crossing from the mainiand to Goat 
Island, at Niagara. Taking the road 
thet leads to the right on the island, 
a few minutes brings you to the Cave 
of the Winds, the only safe place 
where it is possible to go. behind the 
wonderful sheet of water of the falls. 
The Cave of the Winds was first en- 
tered on July 15, 1834, and those who 
discovered it found it to be the home 
of hundreds of eels. For years people 
slid down a log to view its mysteries, 
but for over a half-century it has been 
— accessible to visitors. 

It has always been known as Aeolus 
Cave, or Cave of the Winds. Its di- 
mensions are 100 by 160 feet and 100 
feet high. Having been excavated by 
the falling, rushing waters, it forms 
a natural chamber. The bath in the 
spray cloud, the beautiful rainbows, 
and the ever-changing effect of the 
light passing through the descending 
mass of water produces novel and 
strange sensations of commingled ter- 
ror and safety. The compression of 
air in the strange cavern behind the 
sheet of water is such as to render 
the interior of the cave stormy and 
turbulant, but it is an impressive ef- 
fect of the majesty of Niagara. The 
rainbows form in entire circles and 
sometimes there are two and three of 
them to be seem at once, a fact that 
makes the Cave of the Winds a very 
suitable connection and association 
with the Pan-American Exposition, 
the Rainbow City, in the entertain- 
ment of the people.

APAN’S COMMERCIAL PROGRESS. 


Alexander Hume Ford, in an arti- 
cle recently published in the Iron 
Age, declares that in the vast new 
market in the Far East, America is 
being distanced by Japan. Mr. Ford 
resided in Japan for several years, and 
ought™to be familiar with the subject 
ef which he treats. He says: 

“The sgening days of the new cen- 
tury disclose the startling fact that it 
is no longer England, but Japan, 
threatening American commercial su- 
premacy in China and the Far Eat. 
Thig little island nation, which we 
opened up to the commerce of the world 
but a few years ago, is not oniy un- 
derselling our manufactured articles in 
the markets of Asia, but is actua'ly 
passing us by. with every indication 
that another decade will see her su- 
preme mistress of the Pacific, unless 
America awakes to the importance of 
the trade she seems about to lose, and 
takes some steps toward retaining the 
hold she has lately gained in the muar- 
kets of the Far East.” 

Again, speaking of the enmity  be- 
tween Japan and Russia, Mr. Ford of- 
fers the following explanation: 

“It is to maintain her commercial 
hold upon China that Japan opposes 
every territorial move of Russia in the 
Far East and keeps her army and 
navy always in fighting order, for the 
success of the ‘open-door’ policy, which 
we have advocated so warmly, is of 
even more vital importance at present 
to Japan than it is to America. We 
may, for some time yet, live upon our 
surplus fa Japan has none to spar; 
her 44,00 people already overcrowd 
the little islands, whose total area 
(Ges not equal that of California, and 
but one-twelfth of this is fit for cuitci- 
vation. S80 that Japan can continue 
her prosperity only by becoming a 
manufacturing nation and finding an 


outlet not only for her commodities, but 
also for her surplus population, which 
is increasing at the rate of 400,000 a 
vear. The little nation, cramped fcr 
breathing space, already fears stag- 


/ nation and commercial death, If her 


opportunities are circumscribed;. hence 
it is that she is ready to fly at the 
fhroat of Russia and exhaust her en 


lire strength, if necessary, in an at- 
| tempt to throttie the Russian bear he- 


fore it can squeeze to death the Chi- 
nese dragon.” 

The whole world t* aware that Japan 
has been making rapid strides in civ- 
ilization and materia! development dur- 
ing the past generation, but few Ameri- 
eans have regarded the little island 
empire as a serious rival of the United 
States for the commerce of the Orient. 


If what Mr. Ford says is true, we 
may have occasion to revise our op!,)- 


ions in this respect. It has been  evi- 
dent for some time past that Japan 
will not witness any considerable fur- 
ther extension of Russian power in 
Northern China without making an 
effort to prevent it. But, In the etrug¢- 
gle for commercial supremacy in the 
Far East, Japan will not have things 
all her own way by any means. It 
is not to be supposed that the United 
States, which has unsettled the 
equanimity of all Europe by the vast- 
ness of her commercial enterprises and 
the success of her competitive ventures 
in the world’s markets, will calmly 
submit to see her oriental trade taken 
from her by a western competitor. We 
shall be able to hold our own in the 
Eastern world, as we have held it in 
the Western world. The great Pa- 
cific steamship line. which has been 
projected by the Great Northern Rail- 
road management, will be of much a+¢- 
sistance in the development of, our 
trade in that direction. Four immense 
steamers, of 28,000 tons each, are in 
course of construction. These steam- 
ers are each of almost double the ca- 
pacity of the largest steamships that 
now enter the port of New York. To 
supply them with freight, “hundreds 
of the largest steel freight cars ever 
constructed are being built, so as to 
adequately equip the Great Northern 
Railroad for the change of conditions, 
and enable it to reduce freight rates 
to the Orlent to just one-half what 
they are at present.” Mr. Ford fur- 


ther points out that it-will take twenty 


miles of such cars “to carry afull load 
for one of the new boats, which are 
to be placed in commission perhaps 
before the end of the first year of the 
twentieth century, in readiness to eom-

GOLD OF OSCEOLA 


California Production. 


The window of the First Nationa) 
Bank of this city contains an exhibit 
of gold ore taken from the Osceola 
mine. located at Alleghany, Sierra 
county, the property of the Osceola 
Gold Mines Company, Limited, a locai 
syndicate. The largest piece weighs 
about twelve pounds and the marble 
quartz is literally studded with flakes 
of gold about the size of rice kernels. 
The sample is valued at $500. 

The specimens were taken from an 
ore chute, opened in the Osceola at a 
vertical depth of 500 feet, where the 
vein is two feet in width. A drift has 
been run thirty-two feet on the chute, 
which shows gold in both ends, ana 
some $10,000 was taken out of the 
chute with the company's sample mill, 
in about one hundred hours. 

It is said the present devolepment 
of the Osceola reveals tons upon tons 
of rich free-milling ore, and it is the 
intention of the company to erect a 
mill of sufficient capacity to treat. its 
immense bodies of ore now opened as 
soon as possible. The Osceola is on 
the same vein as the celeb ated Plum 
bago gold mine, and about half a m.le 
north of it. the El Dorado and Yellow 
Jacket mines intervening. The ledge 
is a very strong one, varying from two 
feet to eight or ten feet In width, and 
crops for a long distance on the sur- 
ace.

It is always interesting to note the 
progress of what one might dub 
“Young Music,” and therefore these 
recitals are usually well attended. 


Eminent American Singers. 

Undenlably the two most eminent 
American singers of the day are Lillian 
Nordica and Emma Eames. Both of 
them have attained a high placé on 
the operatic stage of the world, al- 
though they may not be so well known 
in all other countries as in their own, 
where, for the later years of their ca- 
reers, they have chiefly appeared. 

Mme. Nordica has gained her fame 
by her ambition in attempting the 
most exacting tasks possible to the 
opera singer, and the degree of suc- 
cess with which she has come through 
oneey ordeal has won the highest ap- 
preciation from her countrymen. She 
has also won some degree of favor as 
a Wagnerian singef in Germany ind 
London, and, indeed, this stage of her 
career began at Bayreuth under the 
-eye of Mme. Cosima Wagner. 

it was in this last phase of her work 
that Mme. Nordica was to win her 
greatest fame. It was her lot to spend 
many years of her career in compar- 
ative obscurity, seeing others pass her 
in the race for glory. But she stuck 
to her work, convinced that her re- 
ward was to come some day. It did 
come and Mme. Nordica, after having 
worked for more than twenty years, 
now finds herself more appretiated 
than she ever was before. ctieally 
her career dates from that night six 
years ago when she sang Isolde at 
the Metropolitan Operahouse. Thet 
was the climax of her career as «a 
Wagner singer, just as that role always 
marks the highest point of any Wag- 
nerian soprano’s achievements. Mme. 
Nordica followed up her success in 
this part by singing the Brunhildes, 
thus completing the gallery of the 
later Wagner heroines. Before that 
time she had sung Elsa, Venus and 
other Wagner roles in Itallan. 

The iater years of Mme. Noriica’é 
career are more familiar to New York- 

than her early story, which began 
in ‘Italy as an opera singer after a ca- 
reer a# a concert singer in this coun- 
try. Her birthplace was Farmington, 
Me., and her grandfather was a well- 
known singing preacher of that re- 
gion. Her name was Norton. She 
went to Boston to cultivate her voice, 
and in 1875 was the soprano of Dr. 
Osgoods’ church, in which she _ at- 
tracted attention. In 1876 she sang 
first in New York at the Grand Opera- 
house with Gilmore's 

She went to Europe with the organi- 
zation the next year and then decided 
to study for the operatic stage in 
Milan. She was there a pupil of San 
Giovanni and in 1878 made her début 
as Violetta in a small town near Milan. 

one season she sang only that 
role. The next year she went to St. 
Petersburg and sang the secon ary 
roles until the death of the Czar 
brought the season to a premature 
close, Then Mme. Nordica sang in 
Dantzic, Berlin, and other North Ger- 
man cities. 

In 1881 she sang in Paris at the 
Grand Operahouse and revealed none 


of the qualities destined to make her 


famous in her own country later. The 
following year she sane at the Acad- 
emy of Music in this city. She had 
sung in oratorio in Eanglend and re- 
turned here to appear in opera with 
Tamagno and Patti. 

During all these years Mme. Nordica 
was looked upon as a useful artist, 
but nobody yet detectell in her the 
woman who was to become one of the 
great Wagnerian sopranos of the time 
in her own country. When she sang 
for the first season at the Metropolitan 
under Abbey and Grau it was usually 
as a substitute for Mme. BPames, al- 
though ehe attracted attention’ in 1893-4 
by notably good performances of Val- 
entine and Marguerite. 

The next season found her a regular 
member of the company, and she re- 
peated here the performance of Elsa 
that was so much praised at Bayreuth. 
From that time her career as a. Wag- 
nerian soprano began. The greatest 
triumph of her later years has been 
in the part of Isolde, which was heard 


several times during the past season. 
This role is in all probability the most 
exacting vocal and dramatically of the 
entire repertoire, and marks easily the 
apex of any singer's ambétions. Mme. 
Nordica was the first American Isolde 
to be heard . New York, and In al! 
probability thére will not be another 
mtil Mme. Fames adds the part to her 
repertoire. As Mme. Pames ha« threat- 
ened to wait until she is 40 before 
singing it there will In all probability 
some years to wait for that pleas- 
ure. Mme. Nordica, who began her 
career as a light soprano, has brought 
it to a more glorious height than any 
of her country women ever reached. 
because her task in incarnatinge the 
women of Wagner was more difficult 
than any they had attempted, 


Emma Eames has been on the op- 
eratic stage for nearly twelve years 
and hes already won a place among 
the foremost sopranos of the day. She 
also is a daughter of Maine, although 
in reality born In Shanghai, where her 
father was practising law. She stands 
mext to Mme. Nordica, only because her 
career has been too brief for Ler uw ac- 
complish so much as the other singer. 
But she intends to sing Brunhilde in 
“Die Walkuere” next year and will 
later take the other Brunhildes and 
Isoide Into her repertoire. 

She sang first at the Opera in Paris 
in 1889, appearing as Juliet and later 
as Colombe in “Ascanio,” by Saint- 
Saéns, who insisted that she should 
create the leading role. While at the 
Paris Opera she sang at its first per- 
formance the Ultle role in Nux’s opera 
“Zaire.” She also sang Marguerite and 
had already made a reputation when 
her two years’ contract was at an end. 
She declined to renéw it, as she felt 
that her opportunities were limited at 
this theater, and she }. ferred to de- 
velup her quaiities in some op: anvuuse 
not so bound to the traditions of 
French operatic art. 

In the following spring she accepted 
Sir Augustus Harris's invitation to sing 
at Covent Garden. Maurice Grau, who 


was at that time e artists for 
his first season at the Metropolitan, 
met Mme. Eames in Paris and asked 


her to come to this city to sing in 
the next year. She accepted, but was 
first heard during the London season 
as Elsa, Marguerite, Mireille, Desde- 
mona and Juliet. She came to New 
York the next fall and her carver 
since that time has been a matter of 
common knowledge to persons inter- 
ested in operatic matters. 

She has steadily enlarged her rep- 
ertoire and has acquired among her 
Wagnerian roles in the original Elsa 
Elizabeth, Eva and Sieglinde. She will 
appear next season for the first time 
as Brunhilde in “Die Waukuere.” 


roles in “Siegfried” and “Gotterdam- 
merung.”

Mme. Eames has sung in Russia and 
Spain, but her career since she left tne 
Paris Opera has been confined almost 
exclusively to New York and London. 
When she dces not return to the Met- 
ropolitan Mine. Eames usually devotes 
the year to rest and study. 


AT HOME AND ABROAD. 
Famous Pianist. 


Harold Bauer, the famous planist, 
who created such a sensation in the 
East during the past musical seasov, 
will make another tour in America 
during 1901-1902. 

His first appearance will be with the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra in Bos- 
ton, and he has also been engaged for 
performances with that orchestra in 
= York, Philadelphia and one other 
ely. 

Harold Bauer was born in April, 1873, 
and from earliest infancy wes in an 
atmosphere of music. 

His father and his mother, respec- 
tively, played violin and piano, and 
had always weekly meetings for quar- 
tette and part music 
house Their children, 
came players without 
they learned, in the same way as chil- 
dren learn to speak and run. 

Harold's talent and his knowledge 
and memory for *he works of the great 
marters were 80 pronounced that it be- 
came imperatively necessary to culti- 
vate the natural ts, and he studied 
both the violin and the piano. 

When he was 9 years old he at- 
treeted the notice of Joachim, 
marveled at his precocious musician- 
ship, predicted a great future for him, 
and encouraged him to continue seal- 
ously his studies on both instruments. 

He frequently played in public con- 

vinces, 


certs in Lendon and the pro al- 
ways arousing great enthusiasm: but it 
was not intended that he should se- 
riously and definitely be a public 
player til he attained the maturity of 
manhood. In 1893 he gave a piano- 
forte recital In London, and the Mu- 
sical Times spok> of it in the follow- 
ing terms: “That versatile young musi- 
. clan, Mr. Harold Bauer, hitherto known 
solely as a violinist to all but a very 
few, gave a pianoforte recital on the 
22nd of November at Erard’s rooms. 
He was s0 successful that some of his 
hearers were puzsied to say whetl.er 
he rhould in future be spoken of as 4 
planist who plays the violin or a vie- 
linist who plays the piano.” 

Some time after that Mr. Paderewski 
became acquainted with him. In their 
first meeting Harold Bauer played to 
Pederewski his own Concerto on the 
moneforte (aceum ted 
plano by his sister.) and afterward a 
concerto by Vieuxtemps on the violin. 
At their second interview Mr. Pader- 
ewski sald he bad been thinking +re- 
rlously over Mr. Bauer's performances 
and had no doubt whatever of his 
uchieving the first rank as an execu- 
tant, but that he would find it neces- 
sary to confine himself to one instru- 
ment.

LIFE IN THE 


SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Veteran Writes of His Experiences. 
The Daily Routine in Ward, Mess 
Room and on Parade Ground. 


HAVE been requested to write a 
J of life at a soldiers’ 

home, as viewed from the stand- 
point of an inmate; a recital of his 
dally experience from revielle to taps, 
a record of what he eats, drinks, 
wears, thinks, feels. 

I had been notified in Los Angeles 
of the granting of my application, and 
was advised to report at once. On my 
arrival at the Home, after a brief in- 
terview with the adutant for verifica- 
tion of my identity, I am sent over to 
the post surgeon to have confirmed the 
report of the Los Angeles board of 
United States examiners as to my 
physical disability. This being satis- 
factorily adjusted, I return to head- 
quarters, am assigned to Co. H, and or- 
dered to report to Capt. Fischer, com- 
mandant of that company, at Barrack 
& I find him a pleasant-faced, jolly 
German, quick and military in every 
movement, and with a steely glitter in 
his blue eyes which speaks volumes 
as to his executive capacity. He ac- 
companies me to the second floor of the 
large three-story barrack, pilots the 
way into ward No. 3, points out an un- 
occupted bed in the extreme end, which 
he says is all mine, sees me seat myself 
in token of possession, turns upon his 
heel and with military precision 
tramps off to his duties. Thus am I 
installed a member in good and regu- 
lar standing of the Pacific Branch of 
the N.H.D.V.8. 

I listen rather drearily to the echo- 
ing footsteps of the captain, and for a 
moment feel a thrill of real boyish 
homesickness. Pracing up, I first 
turn to make friends with the land- 
acape which is to be my neighbor for 
many weeks. My bed is directly beside 
a ten-foot window opening 
broad covered plazza which runs 
around the end of the bullding. Across 
the rolling mesa, yellow with barley 
stubble and dotted with countless piles 
of hay, over the low-lying foothilis and 
the rows of blue gums, I see the broad 
biue shield of the Pacific, four miles 
away, glittering with a golden pathway 
under the declining sun. The trailing 
smoke of a large steamer lies over It, 
outlined against the opal sky, a sien- 
der wisp of gray ribbon. Just beneath 
me stretch the grass and flowers of 
one of the beautiful little home parks. 
A kindly friend to me will be that 
view in the long weary days to come. 

THE WARD. 

I turn my face inward and look down 
the ward, I am at the extreme end 
of a long room, about 75 by 35 feet, 
fourteen feet from floor to ceiling, with 
six long windows on each side and two 
at my end, all opening out on the cov- 
ered plagza; walls dazzlingly white in 
hard finish, the ceiling broken by two 
clusters of incandescent lights near 
each end, with two large, square tables 
beneath them and two massive metal 
cuspidores eymmetrically arranged 
hard by; twelve tron bedsteads down 
both sides of the room, a windsor 
chair standing near each head, all 
blankets concealed beneath uniform 
drab linen counterpanes; between the 
beds against the wall, stand small, 
dark-red cupboards, called commodes, 
abeut three t in height by two across 
and a foot deep, the members’ only 
clothes press; floor waxed and shining; 
one or two easy rocking chaira by thelr 
owners’ beds; no pictures, ornaments or 
articles of any description upon § the 
Walls: neatness, cleanliness and Spar- 
tan simplicity everywhere:—such is 
Ward 3, my future home for an in- 
definite time. . 

Il am struck by the quiet prevailing. 
The floors are deatened, so that no 
step in the ward above reaches our 
ears. About a dozen of the old boys 


are scattered about the room; two 
groups are playing cribbage at the 
tables: one thrifty soul, in rather 


startiing dishabille, is sewing a button 
on his only pair of trousers; another 
is snoring, ‘tis true, but gently and 
with self-respect; two Iie reading on 
their beds (the counterpane having 
been previously removed;) two are 
playing solitaire with cards outspread 
upon thet: cots; and ome sits on the 
side of his bed, taking, it all in as a 
new comer, and somewhat gloomily 
wondering how he can endure the mo- 
notony until the oculist’s interdict is 
taken off his reading. 
THE FIRST SUPPER. 

But it is nearly 5 o'clock, and ae 
quiet bustle and exodus begins in the 
ward—supper time. The only man in 
citizens’ clothes among these blue- 
coats feebly speculates as to whether 
he, too, is expected to eat, where he 
is to go for his vesper grub, and how 
to get it when there; but a kindly old 
chap, seeing his hesitancy, steers him 
protectingly over to the great mess 
hall. There the newcomer halts, for lo! 
is he not a mere fresh fish, with no 
locus sedendi as yet, and are there not 
two impatient hordes of hungry men 
to be fed at their regular seats before 
the meek third-table men are alle ved 
more than a casual smell at the win-

To secure a place 
at the second, thirty minutes later, you 
have to occupy eit at three successive 
meals. At the third table you tail tn 
anywhere. The meal hours are 6:30 
o'clock a.m., noon and 6 p,m. 


The food is coarse, but

say, furnishes the cooks. The table ts 
the naked nlank, scoured to the ex- 
treme of cleanliness. Coffee is served 
at both breakfast and dinner, tea at 
suppér, and always in white earthen- 
ware bowls from which you drink as 
over a stone wall. If not sugared to 
your taste, you drink it as it is, or 
leave it, for no more sweetening do you 
get. (I soon learned to carry lump 
sugar in my pocket for susth emer- 
gency.) Better bread I never ate any- 
where, and the butter, too, is . The 
knives, forks and spoons are plated and 
of good pattern. 
between the food of the first and that 
of the third table, the latter being 
equally hot and succulent. 
course, is the star day, the bill of fare 
being quite attractive. 

In the main dining hall there are 
forty tables, each seating fourteen. 
More than 1300 men are served each 
meal in this room, while the captains, 
headquarters’ clerks, band, et2., havea 
special mess (called thé nickel-plate,) 
with tables on the floor above. This 
department is presided over by a lieu- 


tenant, selected by the Governor from | 


the veterans, who summarily setties 
all matters arising within his jurisdic- 
tion. He has under him a sergeant 
and a large force of walters, one to 
each table, all Home members, about 
one hundred being employed in kitchen, 
dining hall and bakery. 


AFTER THE INTERNAL THE EX- 
TERNAL. 

Having filled the internal, let us see 
how the external man is supplied. 
When the applicant is admitted he be- 
comes at once entitled to a uniform, 
Some have to wait a week or so, till 
a few tangles of red tape are  tn- 
knotted, but I was lucky enough to 
obtain mine on the second day after 
arrival. The allowance is a blouse, 
trousers and vest, two pairs of cotton 
flannel drawers, two flannel ‘hirts, to 
be worn as under or oversh rte, two 
pairs socks, one pair white gluves, sus- 


ther entitled to a dress coat, another 
pair of trousers, with a second almost 
complete outfit, and, if between “etu- 
ber and April, an overcoat. They are 
all quite good of their kind, being of 
the same quality as those 
the fichting men of our present army. 
No khaki is issued, At the top of the 
little cupboard previously mentioned is 
a shallow drawer for odds,and ends, 
and in the space beneath a angle shelt 
at the middie. The bottom part 
by regulation, for the citizen's clothes, 
and the shelf for the military ou‘ft. 


there and nowhere else. The hat and 
cap may be hung on hooks in the win- 
dow casings, and the overcoat folded 
at the foot of the bed, beneath the 
end of which show the owner's extra 
shoes, blackened (Uncle Sam ‘furnishes 
the paint.) with toes rigidly to 
the front. No member is allowed to 
carry away his @othing. When lcav- 
ing on furlough he turns tn his un'- 
form entire to the clothing depart- 
ment. It is at once fumigated, cleaned 
and repaired at the shops, and, unless 
worthless, reissued by our thrifty 'incle 
Sam to returning furlough men, or. if 
the supply of new clothing Is low. to 
some newcomer, to be exchange! at a 
iater date for new. Every Friday 
morning the clean laundry is returned 
to each company and (distributed tn 
every ward by the corporal. The same 
evening (after the presumable week!ly 
bath) the sotled clothes are collected, 
including bed clothing. and piled in 
assorted heaps in each ward, to he 
removed to the great steam Inundry 
for renovation. Fach man has a little 
slip of white cloth, bearing his indi- 
vidual number, and that of his com- 
pany and ward, on every article of 
apparel. These slips, stamped in in- 
delible ink, are supplied by the corporal 
and sewed on by the owner. 
NOT QUITE LIKE HOME. 

To a man leaving a comfortable 
home and good cook; to 
“The wretch who home and wife for- 

sakes, 

Who best of jam and waffles make,” 
the monotony and aggressive coarse- 
ness of the food here blunt his ap- 
preciation of its abundance and real 


wholesomeness. The prevalence of 
beans, mushes, mysterious siews and 
hashes: the pathetic infrequency of 


pies, cake and puddings; the coarse 
tableware and semil-barbarous table 
etiquette of some of his mess-mates, 
all dull his sentiment as to the nutri- 
tious significance of the cuisine. He 
forgets that it is mainly the average 
man and below who is content to stay 
on as a pensioner on the government 
bounty (if he can possibly get away,) 
and that while the authorities are 
giadly willing to feed and clothe al! 
those who by defending the nation won 
consideration, yet our good old uncle 
is not a hotel keeper. With his hand 
in his pocket, he says: “Look here, 
old chap, take this, if you want it, 
with my blessing—or leave it. I'll feed 
you, and clothe you, and lodge you, 
and doctor you, and bury you when 
you're ready, all in as good style as 
nine-tenths of you would get at your 
homes. You may grumble at every- 
thing. You needn't try to think one 
inch beyond your cabeza, But do be 
as good an old boy as you can, and try 
to remember that it is I who foot all 
the bills!” It's a simple business prop- 
osition, and we old boys, bless you, 
take it with grateful appreciation. 

It is night now and I am again in 
my ward. A brief walk from head- 
quarters, past the spectral flagpo 
and polished brass cannon full of sun- 
light gold, but now shrouded in heavy 
tarpaulin, carries me on one of the 
radii of a glittering three-tiered semi.

building, my own barrack, No. 8, be. 
ing at the extreme left of the are. My 
ward, oe I enter, makes me wink with 
ite brightness, the two celling lights 
being reflected from the polished white 
of the walle.

: BED TIME. 

Half past eight shows from the lit- 
tle round clock In the illuminated box 
at the entrance end of the room—bed 
time. No drums hammer tattoo, only a 
faintly-heard bugle, but a quiet official 
order makes 9 o’clock the hour of bar- 
rack darkness, My counterpane is al- 
ready off, snugly folded away before I 
lay down an hour ago to read. I give 
a cursory glance at both sides of my 
two-inch cotton mattress for any stray 
beast of the turtle variety; spread a 
double length of canvas over the wire 
spring; shake out m three heavy 
blankets from their single, long fold, 
and, smoothing them singly over the 
two white sheets, tuck them carefully 
under both sides of the postage-stamp 
mattress; bang up my cotton pillow— 
and my bed is made, The last man un- 
dressed turns off the lights, leaving 
only the dim glimmer from the long 
windows and the one-shaded burner 
over the clock. Sometimes the other 
fellows hear me snore first, but usu- 
ally it is I who am lulled to sieep by 
the frog-iHke cherus. I wake sometimes 
in the middie of the night and spend 
a few happy moments trying to dif- 
ferentiate the varied performances of 
the individual noses of my acquaint- 
ances. 

The air of the ward, even at night, 
is pure and sweet, the ventilation be- 
ing the most perfect I ever saw. Fre- 
quent baths are insisted upon by the 
authorities, and every facility of bath- 
room, with hot and cold water, is fur- 
nished to each ward. “ome fer to 
provide their own private soap and 
towes. The lavatories are hygienic- 
ally perfect, few hotels in Los An- 
oe being as well fitted, and wash- 

wie have both hot and cold faucets. 
Each man has to sweep every morn- 
ing his part of the ward to the middle 
line, and scrub it every Saturda 
morning In readiness for the 9 o’clo 
Sunday inspection. - He is also ex- 
pected to—and does, mind you—keep 
clean the window nearest his bed, and 
once in twenty-nine days (the number 
of inmates of each ward and its ante- 
room) serves as room orderly. His 
duties as such may occupy him, if con- 
scientious, several hours, involving the 
resweeping of the broad middie aisle 
of the ward, clearing the piasza, and 
polishing things up generally into ap- 
ple-pie order. Any man “with money 
to burn” may get out of this job when 
his turn comes, or of any other epecial- 
duty detall, by paying some one else 
25 cents to take his place, which sev- 
eral are always willing to do. 

HERE THEY REST. 

Of course there are grumblers, in- 
veterate old soreheads. Among so large 
a number of old men many are almost 
childish, and magnify minute faults 
into large grievances. Atrophy of brain, 
has accompanied, 


Selfishness grows 
vice. You see no camp horse-pley, you 
hear little loud laughter among the 


many. You. watch 
spectal-duty tasks, self-contained, seif- 
centered, cultureless, thoughtless, 


themselves the only tenants in their 
narrowest of narrow hertsons. Many 
cannot read, many are forbidden to, 
many don’t care to, most read only the 
daily papers. Few think, as the out- 
side busy world calle thought. They 
seem to me stranded wrec swept out 


of the urrent of hu existence 
eddy, and 


into a hed high 
and dry,.their final break retarded 
by kindly~care. In this last quiet 
haven they need not even think for 
themselves, they need do nothing but 
eat and drink and sleep each day out, 
waking again to eat and drink and 
smoke and sleep, with less care of the 
morrow than any other created ani- 
mal. The calendar has lost all signifi- 
cance save as marking pension 
day coming or gone. 

We old fellows deserve, I hope, all 
the care a generous government gives 
us, but God knows that hundreds of us 
here for a rest from acute nervous 
strain will from our hearts welcome 
the day that permits us to go out again 
into the world of affairs to wrestle 
once more with the problem of life. 
Handicapped, some by sheer old age, 
others by wounds, many by structural! 
weakness, most have been shouldered 
owt of the ranks of bread-winners by 
clearer brains, younger museles and 
steadier nerves. But such as these, in 
the temporary refuge of the Home, 
throng the library, fill the chapel, wield 
skillful pens in the various clerkships, 
run the engines, bake the bread, wash 
the clothes and make the beautiful 

teem with bud and bloom and 


fruit. 
THE RULES OF CONDUCT. 

The rules of conduct for the dally life 
are few and simple. There are no 
roll calls, no duties beyond the lightest 
of special service, and that only a few 
hours a month. Free leave of absence 
is readily obtained for ten days, with 
no condition except that permission be 
obtained from the captain (the sole ex- 
ecutive officer of each barrack.) as to 
place of visit and probable duration 
of absence. A member must wear his 
uniform at all times on the Home 
grounds, but may don citizen dress 
when on leave. Each man is provided 
with a red card of identification, which 
he is advised to always carry for its 
possible usefulness in case of trouble 
when absent from his base of safety. 

If he must in several things, he also 
must not in others. His chief source 
of danger is the canteen. While noth- 
ing stronger than beer is allowed to be 
sold, yet a very ugly drunk may result 
from unlimited beer after pay day, es- 
pecially when some of the more bibu- 
lous supplement it with the “dago 
red” at Smith's, two miles off the res- 
ervation. The offenders meet with 
treatment summary but merciful. Of 
the eleven stalwart veterans detatled 


as guards, two are constantly on duty 


at the canteen, and the noisy and 
oftentimes belligerent soaker is ac- 
celerated to the guardhouse to cool off 
over night. Next morning at 9 o'clock 
the august Governor himself metes out 
justice. The punishment, In even the 
most obstreperous cases of drunken- 
ness, is proportioned to the age and 
physical strength, or weakness, of the 
offender. In most cases it is confine- 
ment to the grounds for a definite time, 
and a greater or less number of days 
“on the dump.” This consists in going

excepting Sunday, with a wheelbarow 
and cleaning up all the old scraps and 
litter which a sharp-eyed guard can 
nose out in holes and corners. The 
very old and weak are excused from 
all such punishment. The most severe,

EAST INDIAN GOLD. 
Government Has Ordered More Than a 
Million Dollars’ Worth of American 


Machinery for Work:ng Mixes. 

{New York Sun:] Th. development 
of the East Indian go!d fielcs is en- 
gaging the serious attention of the 
British Indian government. An officer 
of the Royal Engineers in its service 
recently returned to India from this 
country after collecting all the infor- 
mation sible and giving orders for 
machinery for working the low-grade 
ores of the Mysore gold fields. 

These cres are said to re-emble those 
of South Africa and Australlfa, which 
can be profitably treated only by the 
cyanide process, but there was some 
doubt as to whether the reefs were 
extensive enough to justify the invest- 
ment of capital in working them. Ex- 
ploration which has been going on for 


is in abundance, and the only question 
that remained was as to the character 
of the power to be used in driving the 
machinery required to extract it. 

It was in connection with this part 
of the scheme that the officer referred 
to visited this country. The various 
systems of working were carefully 
studied, and it was finally decided that 
machines worked with compressed air 


should be employed. The difficulty that 
still presented itself was as to the 
method of compressing the air. 

Steam power was out of the question, 
and the nearest available water power 
is about one hundred miles from the 
fields. The engineers in England, Ger- 
many, Belgium and France who were 
consulted were not able to give a sat- 
isfactory solution of it. Finaily he 
turned to this country. After several 
months of working and experimenting 
the difficulty was overcome and means 
were foud by which electrical power 
could be transmitted over the 100 miles 
intervening between the water power 
and the gold fields, and at the latter 
by means of new machinery used in 
the production of coppressed air. 

The result of the mission of the 
agent of the British Indian govern- 
ment to this country has been that 
orders for considerably more than a 
million dollars’ worth of machinery 
have been given, and by next summer 
American machinery, worked by Amer- 
ican engineers, will be set up in My- 
sore to add to the world’s production 
of gold. 

The estimate is that when these My- 
sore gold fields are fully developed 
they will yield from thirty to forty- 
five millions of dollars’ worth of gold 
annually at a very fair profit.

Sloop That Sailed Around the World 
Will be at the Exposition Dering the 
Entire Season.

Saadoullah Pasna wrote still lesa, 
but his reputation for style of the 
highest class remains unaltered. The 
magnificent conception, powerful col- 
oring and splendid formation of his 
phrases bring back the style of the 
great Kemal. The description which 
he has given of the palace of Charlot- 
tenburg, near Berlin, its a splendid 
plece of work and figures in all Turk- 
ish anthologies. . 

One of the most respected person- 
ages in the Turkish literary world was 
the great historian Djevdet Pasha, 
who died in 1895. His great learning 
was appreciated by men of his own 
generation and also by the younger 
men whose favorite résort was his 
house on the banks of the Bosporus. 

To him we owe several works on leg- 
isiation and political economy. In his 
youth he gave himself up to poetry, but 
his two great works which remain as 
monuments of Turkish literature, on a 
par with the works of Michelet in 
French literature, are a “History of the 
Prophets” in ten volumes and a “His- 
tory of the Ottoman Empire from the 
Year 1188 to 1241 of the Hegira.” This 
fs in twelve large volumes and 
crowded with notes and documents. 
Djevdet was the first to include docu- 
ments In support of his writings. 


TURKISH POETS OF RENOWN. 
Another trio not less glorious than 
the preceding one and who are pre- 


ferred by the young, consists of the 
poets Ahmed Nadji, Ekrem Bey and 
Abdul Hakk Hamid Bey. 

Nadji, a simple theological dtudent, - 
began as a mystic poet. Later, having 
become acquainted by chance with for- 
eign literature, he laid aside his turban 
and mysticism and threw himself 
wildly into poetical reform, Inspired by 
careful reading of Hugo and Sully 
Prudhomme. He was the first to de- 
mnounce the monotony of the ancient 
monorimes and the first to introduce 
into Turkish poetry the use of varia- 
tions In rhyming. His great genius felt 
the emptiness of an art hitherto con-

ventional and false, and the necessity 
of making poetry human and true and 
not based on stupid hyperboie, but on 
realities, the art of which he under- 
stood in all its beauty. He has left 
several collections of poems, the best 
known of which are “Parcels of Fire,” 
“Sparks” and “The Lights." He also 
translated the poems of Hugo, Suliy 
Prudhomme and others. Although he 
died young, in 1892, Nadji is considered 


’the best among Turkish poets of fre- 


cent years. 

Ekrem Bey may be considered the 
law-giver on poetry and the same time 
a prince of Turkish critics. His essays 
on literature are really @ poetic code, 
but, contrary to the rule that cri*ics 
are generally themseives rather sterile, 
Ekrem is a charming poet. He is the 
singer of love and the consoler of souls 
in trouble. He shows a delicacy of 
thought and an adorable elegance of 
language. His fundamental! 
consists in uniting in every literary 
work, and especially in poetry, three 
beauties—the beaut of the idea, 
beauty of the ima tion, beauty of 
the thought. Ekrem Bey published 
three or four volumes of verse under 
the title of “Zenmeme.” He also wrote 
the first drama in Turkey, “Angelique 
the Chaste,” which was a most re- 
markable piece for its high conception.

Vasfi Kefevi is a writer who has had | 
no acquaintance with foreign literature 
or any intercourse with foreigners. 
Without upholding the principles of the 
new school,.to which, however, he be- 
longs, and without giving up altogether 
the old precepts, Varfi, skeptic, has re- 
mained an oriental in the most pic- 
turseque acceptance of the word, both 
in mind and costume, He is considered 
to be ome of the greatest poets alive. 
Very learned, he is perhaps the best 
Arabic and Persian scholar of his day. 
Persian and Arabic are to ‘the Turks 
what Latin and Greek are to the west- 
ern people. Numerous collections of 
maxims, stories with 
morals, selected pieces translated from 
Arab and Persian and improved. on 
with copious commentaries, have given 
him a wide reputation. His correspond- 
ence with Nadji and other letters on 
literature place him in the front row of 
critics. His poetical works form two 
volumes, “Djezebaad" and “Feizabad.”’ 
Vasfi only writes in a mystic manner, | 
but it is that pleasing mysticism of the | 
east which is vaguely sensual and | 
makes one wonder a little whether this 


theologian is not contradicting him- 
self when in verse he confounds aus- 
tere virtue with troublesome beauty 
and sings the praises of one while 
preaching the other. 

Besides these writers, one must men- 
tion another class of superior men, 
who, although they publish little or 


nothing, contribute none the less by 
oral teaching to Turkish literature.

Among them are poets, sevants and 
philosophers before whom masters such 
as Kema! and Midhat and Ekrem have 
more than once had to give way in 
learned controversies. If they have not 
written much, it is because books wee 
till quite lately despised in Turkey, 
and authors were classed with a: robats 
and jugelers. This prejudice was one 
of the reat difficulties with which the 
reformers of Turkish literature had to 
deal. But it is now fast disappearing 
AN EMINENT SCHOLAR OF STAM- 
BOUL 

Fl Hadj Ibrahim, philologist and 
lustrious Arabic echolar, having put 
forth the opinion that the Turkish lan- 
guage could not exist without the help 
of Arabic, was attacked by all the 
Turkish papers at the same time. Al- 
though 70 years old and almost blind, 
he took up the challénge and entered

into a vigorous campaign with each 
journal separately and forcéd them one 
by one to give in to him. Several pro- 
fessors of languages having asserted 
that Arnbic was a language that re- 
quired so much study that it was out 
of the reach of most students, El Hadj 
Ibrahim declared that it was the fault 
of their teaching, aa three years af- 
forded ample time to learn the lan- 
guage thoroughly. To prove his words 
he founded a school at his own cost, 
where after three years all his ad- 
versaries were invited to a public ex- 
,amination. They were asked to put 
;any questions they liked te the pupils, 
but at the same time the pupils were 
allowed to examine their examiners, 
with the result that most of the latter 
retired discomfited. This school, mueh 
enlargec under the name of “Daroute 
Taalim,” conducted on the lines talid 
down by FE! Hadj, turns out every year 
excellent professors in ths Arabic lan- 
guage. 

Then comes ai large category of 
young men, secondary authors, who 
write, such as Tahsine the Gliaour, so- 
called because he took his degree of 
bachelor of letters In Paris; Sail Bey, 
who was for long the editor of the 
Tarik, and many others. Their works 
are little known, as there ts no reading 
public in Turkey, and consequently 
there is no profit to be made by the 
authors. In epite of this dieadvantage 
there are many men springing up— 
humorists, novelists, poets and essay- 
ists. Unfortunately the novelists are 
simply following the lead of European 
writers, and there is nothing original 
in their work. Their characters are 
Europeans and their plots are laid in 
Western Europe, instead of being 
something distinctly Turkish. 

But nevertheless there are some who 
deserve special mention, such as Ved- 
jihi. a prolific romancer, very much 
liked and excelling in d+ scription: Hus- 
sein Djahid and Savfeti Zia, who are 
pleasing raconteurs, delicate tn ex- 
pression, but a little too modern, espe- 
clally the second, who is called the 
Marcel Prevost Turc, and who is pub- 
lishing at the present moment in the 
Servet a series of “Lettres Femin- 
ines,”” very pretty and tender, but in 
reality differing little in observation 
and analysis from the “Lettres de 
Femmes,” published by the attractive

Then comes Salih Munir, a journalisa 
of the modern style, a clever and 
worldly chronicler—worldly from the 
top of his fez to the tips of his var- 
rished boots: Raouf Yekta, musical 
critic: Dr. All) Riza, who Is called the 
who emulates Herbert 
Spencer. He is a physician, clever, a 
linguist and a poet, a pecullar type 
of great originality of ideas, and is of 
a culture too advanced for the coun- 
try in which he was born, and which 


he has never left. 


Halid Zia and Hussein Rahmi are 
already classed among the young mas- 
ters. The first is a specialist in story- 


tellinggjand the second has a fondness 
for ro™Mance. Mis last books, “Mait- 
tresse” and “Hasard.”" have had con- 


siderable success in Stamboul. 

As for the great masters, such as 
Ekrem, Abdu! Hakk Hamid, Vasfi and 
others, who created modern Turkish 
literature, they, for different reasons, 
are now silent. Only Ahmed Midhat 
continues his self-imposed task of pop- 
ular instructor. He seems desirous of 
eat work of romancer, 
cramatist and encyclopedist by a series 
of studies which will make his name 
more and more venerfted In the Mus- 
sulman world and the Ottoman empire. 
Four volumes have already appeared, 
and a fifth ts in preparation of a mas- 


terly refutation of the “Conflict of 
Sclence and Religion,” by Draper. 
Ahmed Midhat maintains that tne 


Islamic religion (the only one he de- 
fends,) far from being in ¢ »position to 
science, makes science its basis. He 
recalls the large and fruitful contribu- 
tion which the Mussulman in Spain 
and elsewhere gave to progress without 
one of thelr great savants declaring 
himself or even becoming an atheist, 
“for,” says he, “there exists no pre- 
cept. nething in Islam,’ which cannot 
be explained scientifically.” and with 
a serene boldness and absolute convic- 
tion, Midhat goes so far as to state 
Islam without science is im posst- 

Another subject which possesses Ab- 
met Midhat, and on which he works 
with great ardor and energy, is the 
formation of the Ideal ci@izen of the 
future-—to sow the seeds now for future 
men, who, under better destinies, wil, 
add to the glory of their fatherland 
With this idea he has already pub- 
lished three books, whose titles show 
their object—“The Art of Being a 
Father,” “The Child” and “The Child's 
Duties Toward Its Parents.” 

Considering the want of freedom of 
the press and the great difficulties in 
the development of literature, the 
above list of authors makes a very fatr 
showing. A few years of freedom would

In the North there are thousands of 
old Union men, with many others who 
are influenced by them, who are thor- 
oughly Democratic in thought and 
principle, but vote the Republican 
ticket because the southern whites 
vote the Democratic ticket. The soon 
this condition is changed the better 
for the whole country, the better for 
both parties. 

This change in the South will come 
all the more rapidly because of the 
unexampled prosperity of that section 
—@ prosperity that is at the expense 
of the laboring classes, and the bene- 
fits of which are being reaped by the 
landowners and holders of special 
privileges. As tariff-protected’ inter- 
ests grow in the South there will be a 
reaction against protection in the 
North. It was the “mud sills” of the 
North who brought on the war against 
chattel slavery, {t will be the “mud 
sills” of the North and South who will 
fight and win the battle against the 
new industrial slavery, which | ene- 
fits the landlord and the holder of spe- 
cial privileges. 

The break-up of party lines in the 
South will Improve the race in the 
South, which has not produced a great 
man since the war. Great men are 
not produced in a quarter-century bat. 
tle against disease, and that is what 
the South hase been fighting since the 
war—a political disease inoculated on 
it by negro suffrage and reconstruc- 
tion. The South will be inn condition 
to produce great men when it is a 
little more afflicted with trampe and 
millionaires, the fruits of distorted so- 
cial conditions. It required political 
cunning to fieht negro domination. It 
will require brains to fight industrial 
slavery in tNe South.

MISGOVERNMENT IN NEW YORK 
AND THE REMEDY.

The emiment historian, John Lothrop 
Motley, return'ng to the United States 
in 1868 after an extended absence in 
foreign countries, delivered an address 
before the New York Historical So- 
clety, his theme being “Historical 
Progress and American Democracy.” 
Speaking of New York City, he said: 
“The island on which this city stands 
is as perfect a site as a man could 
desire for a great, commercial, impe- 
rial city, Byzantium, which the lords 
of the ancient world built for the cap- 
tial of the earth: which the temper- 
ate and vigorous Turk, in the days 
of his stern military discipline plucked 
from the decrepit hands which held the 
scepter of Caesar and Constantine, an.j 
for the succession to which the pres- 
ent lords of Europe are wrangling: not 
Byzantium, nor hundred-gated Thebes, 
nor London, nor Liverpool, Paris nor 
Moscow, can surpass the future cer- 
tainties of this thirteen-mile-long Man- 
hattan. And yet it was but yesterday 
that the Mohawk and the Mohican were 
tomahawking and scalping each other 
throughout these regions, and had been 
doing so for centuries, while the whole 
surface of this island, now groaning 
under millions of wealth which op- 
press the imagination, hardly furnished 
@ respectable hunting ground for a 
single sachem, in his war paint and 
Moccasins, who imagined himse!f pro- 
prietor of the soil." And he concluded 
by saying: “The world's great hope is 
here. The future of humanity—at least 
for that cycle in which we are now 
revolving—depends mainly upon the 
manner in which we deal with our 
great trust.” 

This admonition of three and thirty 
years ago, uttered at a time when 
Tweed was tightening his coils around 
the city’s vitals, conveys a more im- 
pressive message today than it did 
even then, New York City of that pe- 
riod was confined within the limits of 
Manhattan Island. Its pulation was 
jess than 900,000. The millions of wealth 
which, as the historian says, then op- 
pressed the imagination, have now 
swollen to billions of wealth, the con- 
templation of which bewilders the in- 
tellect. Since then the city has broad- 
ened its domain to the north, to the 
east and to the south. It has nearly 
quadrupled its population. Its public 
schools give instruction to half a miliion 
of pupils. Its churches and charitable 
institutions have multiplied again and 
agein. The stately edifices which were 
the pride of those days are now 
dwarfed into insignificance by the 
massive and ponderous § structures 
which push thelr cornices iIinio the 
clouds. Our pubile parks now cover 
an area nearly half as large as the 
city’s entire extent at the time of Mr. 
Motley’s prediction. 

Put all this progress, so far from be- 
ing the result of good government, has 
been accomplished in spite of bad gov- 
ernment. Bernard Shaw, recently com- 
menting onour fystem of munic:palaev- 
ernment, says: “In politics, especially 
local politics. which are the vital pol- 
itics of a nation, you have falled. Your 
methods are foolish. You have not 
got so far even as printing your 
agenda. You have no civil and munic- 
ipal service—nothing bit salary lists 
to buy votes with. The Spaniards blush 
when your system is described to them, 
though everv Spanish official has his 
salary stolen by the man above him, 
and lives bw stealing the salary of the 
man below him.” 

It ia a trite and true saying that any 
community enjoying the right of man.- 
hood suffrage gets just as good or bad 
a government as it deserves. The vital 


test of good government is the cost of

] conducting it honestly and efficiently, 

he culpability of inefficient or corrupt 
administration rests with the citizens 
themselves. Let us make a brief anal- 
ysis. A municipal government is, le- 
sally and fundamentally, a business 
corporation. It has its officers and 
stockholders, like every other corpora- 
tion. It was organized, and should be 
conducted, for the sole benefit of the 
stockholders. Who are the stockhoid- 
ers? Every self-sustaining citizen is a 
stockholder of the municipality in the 
ratio that his possessions and industry 
contribute to its wealth and progress. 
No wage-earner should be so dense 
as to deem himself not a taxpayer 
merely because he owns no realty. The 
more expensive the municipal govern- 
ment, the higher goes the tax on real 
estate, and, as a consequence, the 
higher goes the rent. New York City 
furnishes a striking illustration. Stu- 
dents of social science tell us that the 
average rental paid by the mechanic or 
other wage-earner in American and 
European cities—New York City ex- 
cepted—is about one-tenth of the aver- 
age wage or salary. It is obvious that, 
the more than is wasted or stolen by 
those who control and administer the 
affairs of the corporation, the higher 
go the taxes on real estate, and, neces- 
sarily, the higher go the rents. But the 
citizens elect the officers of the cor- 
poration. As they vote them into con- 
trol, so can they vote them out of con- 
trol. Hence it is plain that the citi- 
zens are responsible for the manner in 
which the affairs of the corporation 
are conducted, and, consequently, for 
the burdens, heavy or light, which fall! 
upon themselves. 

What, then, is the pressing necessity 
to secure an honest, efficient and eco- 
nomical administration? As already 
shown, no more effective method can 
be devised—in theory, at least-—than 
that of having the power of selection 
and removal of those who administer 
the affairs of the municipalities, lodged 
in those who benefit or suffer by their 
management. The whole difficulty lies 
in the supineness, or indifference, or 
want of public spirit of the community 
affected. In New York City the wealthy 
classes are, for the most part, indiffer- 
ent as to whether the taxes are high 
or low. Enjoying vast incomes from 
corporate and other enterprises, when 
told that the city’s taxes are three 
times as large as those of even the 
elty of Chicago, they give the 
matter a second thought. hat they 
pay in excess of reasonable taxes ts to 
most of them a mere bagatelle. Those 
who feel the real burden are the prop- 
erty owners with small incomes. Yet 
they, misled or discouraged by the in- 
difference of the wealthy, are inclined 
to tamely accept the situation as one 
for which there is no remedy. 

Plainly, therefore, the whole case re- 
solves itself into the question of de- 
vising some plan whereby the com- 
munity may be made alive to its own 
interest, its intelligence appealed to, 
and its conscience awakened. 

It seems scarcely credible, yet it Is 
the fact, that in the City of New Yo 
where the registration and polling 
booths are convenient to the voters, 
more than 60,000, at a moderate esti- 
mate. fail at State elections, and a 
much larger number fail at municipal 
elections, to exercise their right of 
+ franchise. Is there any remedy for this 
lamentable condition? elective 
franchise is not a natural right, but is 
a privilege conferred on the citizen 
by the sovereign power of the State. 
It is not only a privilege, but in its 
very nature a trust to be exercised for 
the public welfare. If his failure to 
exercise it affected only the elector 
himeelf, then perhaps he might be less 
liable to censure. But his delinquency 
tends to directly affect the interests 
of the entire community. fo that, in 
self-protection, the State should de- 
vise some remedy for this evil, which 
appears to be growing instead of les- 
sening. 

It is difficult to prescribe a remedy 
which at first sight may not seem dras- 


tic; yet I venture to offer the following 
suggestion: That a law be (even 
if it be necessary first to amend the 
State Constitution) providing that any 
citizen of this State who, without rea- 
sonable excuse, such as might exempt 
a juror from attendance, fails to vote 


at a State or municipal elec- 
tion, should be ineligible to hold 
any public office of trust, honor 
or emolument within this State 


for a specified number of years. While 
an enactment of this sort might not 
effect a radical cure, it would bring 
many negligent citizens to a whole- 
some sense of their public obligations.

AFFECTION FOR THE PRESIDENT 
AND MRS. M’KINLEY. 
BY W. T. MANNING.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—The Presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley are very.pop- 
ular with the people of the capital 
city, and everybody is delighted that 
they have returned. “Popular” 1g (not, 
indeed, the word I should have se! 
in speaking of the sentiments enter- 
tained toward the occupants of the 
Executive Mansion. Every President 
during the last twenty-five years, with 
possibly one exception, has been more 
or less popular, and so have been the 
mistresses of the White House, with, 
curiously enough, one exception also. 
“The feeling entertained for Prestient 
and Mrs. McKinley is one of genuine 
affection. They have lived here so 
long that they are regarded ag old 
Washingtonians by the permenent 
residents of the city, who, and whose 
ancestors were, born here, and have 
only a formal connection or  ac- 
quaintance with the official set that 
come and gb every two or four years. 
The President and his gentie, invalid 
wife came here, it must be remem- 
bered, more than a generation ago, and 
of that long period much the greater 
part has been spent here, and not in 
Canton, 

The first annual second-term mes- 
sage will, a high government official 
tells me, be one of the most important 
documents ever transmitted to Con- 
gress. In it. | am assured, the Presi- 
cent will address the legislative branch 
of the government, as the Constitu- 
tion enjoins him to do, with a force 
and freedom of opinion unusual in 
documents of this character. The 
precept of the organic law ts that the 
President ‘shall from time to time give 
to the Congress information of the 
State of the Union, and recommend to 
their consideration such measures as 
he shall judge necessary and ‘ex- 
pedient.”” To acquire that information 
from sources, to see and meet the peo- 
ple in their own homes, to look them 
squarely in the face and take them, a4 
it were, by the hand, were among the 
objects the President had tn view whe, 
he planned the tour of the country 
which, unfortunately, was not com- 
pleted according to the origina! con- 
ception of it. Could that first idea 
have been carried out, the President 
would have met and addressed an in- 
finitely larger number of the people of 
the country than did any one of the 
Presidents. Indeed, it is hot altogether 
certain that he does not hold that 
record now, but, however that may be, 
he has beyond all question spoken to 
more millions of Americans than has 
any other man in high official station. 
When. therefore, in December next, the 
President transmits his views to Con- 
gress, they will be bottomed on @ 
Study far more profound of what the 
people want than has been made by 
those whom he addresses.

He pointed to the iu:nace 
and the factory—the flower and the 
fruit of protect.on—and4 the visions of 
the new South rose up, the Fouth ihat 
will yet compete with New England 
along all the lines of the manufactur- 
ing industries of which she holds the 
raw material. The President asked al- 
most everywhere he spoke if the flag 
should be hauled down in the near 
and distant seas where fate has raised 
it, and swift and strong the answer 
came that it should not. Through the 
President three-fourths of Congress 
have received a mandate from their 
constituents what to do and whit not 
to do. He has felt the pulse of the 
people on all the questions of the hour; 
he has discovered the basic tacts on 
which to give “information of the etate 
of the Union and recommend to their 
considerations such measures as he 
shall judge necessary and expedient.” 
And they will do well to take his ad- 
vice, for when all is said on one side 
and the other, the fact stands out 
clear and lirefutable thet, of all the 
statesmen of the period, he is preémi- 
nently the one whose foresight has 
been the keenest, whose wisdom has 
been the highest, and whose patriotic 
guidance has been the most eafe. 

In the next annual message the main 
feature will be that part of it in which 
Shall be defined and secommended a 
scheme of government for the foreign 
possessions we have acquired, and may 
acquire. The _ situation is unprece- 
dented. There are, of course, certain 
great principles to be kept in view, and 
that willl not be departed from, but 
the governmental machinery to give 
them practical effect must be provided. 
This great question is now, and will be 
for months to come the subject of deep 
study and consideration. Jefferson's 
action in the case of Loutsiana will 
probably furnish. the groundwork, but 
the conditions are so different that 
what the third President then did can 
not afford more than a mere outline, 
and a Vague one, at that, of what must 
be done in the Phillppines. Ten mil- 
lions of people in the Asiatic seas, 
more than three-fourths of them semi- 
civilized, present a problem of infinite 
difficulty in the solution. “The con- 
sent of the governed” was a beautiful 
Jeffersonian theory, but he, as prac- 
tical a statesman as ever lived, paid 
little or no attention to it in the early 
stages of the government of Louisiana. 
Under his administration its inhab- 
itants had far less to say in the man- 
agement of their own affairs than had 
any British crown colony of the period 
in all that affected it. But in the end, 
as the great Democtatic President 
planned, it came out all right, and the 
promise of the declaration was made 
good. And so will it be in the Philip- 
pines. This, at all events, is what 
the administration hopes for, and what 
it is planning honestly and sincerely 
to accomplish. 

As to the Republican nomination in 
1904, is there an Odell Club around 
anywhere? Well, if not, the city of 
Washington can boast that it is the 
first in the fleld with an organization 
flying the etandard cf the Governor of 
the Empire State. It was formed this 
week by some enthusiastic New York- 
ers and western admirers of Mr. Odel.

MAYORALTY CONTEST—FINANCE 
AND FORTUNES.

NEW YORK. May 27.—Hot weather 
and municipal politics go hand in 
hand. In spite of all the contemptu- 
ous sneers and scoffs of loca! “states- 
men” in regard to summer candidates, 
the fact, nevertheless is that all plens 
must be worked out during the 
months of June, July and August. The 
political tree, like those of the forest, 
has its visible and invisible division. 
Above the ground towers the column- 
like trunk from which reach out its 
sheltering limbs and its branches put 
forth the canopy of leaves; below the 
ground are the long snake-like roots 
seeking moisture and nourishment. 


The political tree must have its roots. 
When autumn comes the faithful of 
the two parties see only what is above 
ground. Candidates are as leaves, 
local clubs and factions like branches, 
great organizations like trunks, and 
the party like roots. 

The work of the politicians at the 
present time is to adjust the roots to 
the soll. Nourishment is the question. 

All eyes and all hopes are centered 
on the Mayoralty contest. Let us con- 
sider what that means. 

On Jan. 1, 1902, a new Mayor, elected 
for two years, becomes the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the great corporation of 
New York. New departmetns have 
been created and old departments have 
been abolished. The great city is a 
spender of millions of dollars, and it 
is a collector of those millions by tax- 
ation. It affects, therefore, two great 
classes, those who pay and those who 
ate paid. Besides this, it is conducting 
directly or indirectly vast public 
works and has others in contempla- 
tion. 

The average politician and the aver- 
age taxpayer knows only what is re- 
vealed to him, and few of them see 
more than ts forcefully brought for- 
ward. The “bones” they seek or ac- 
knowledge to exist are small, such as 
small contracts for supplies or for con- 
struction of streets, parkways, parks, 
etc. 

Behind thbse, however, are “bones” 
which would do credit to the greatest 
of extinct mammoths. They belong to 
the new era. 

The new cra in political life Is dis- 
tinguished for the magnitude of pub- 
lic undertakings. A comparison of the 
old and the new reveals the “new” tn 
opposition to the old. 

We all well remember when the plo- 
neers in improvements started in their 
course of municipal development the 
taxpayers scrutinized their deeds for 
real estate and misgivings and seri- 
ously contemplated selling out. They 
were rollicking, merry  piratical 
crew, these ploneers of improvemenés. 
The city scarce went above Twenty- 
third street when Boss Tweed and his 
merry men planned the Court House, 
the Riverside Drive and a hundred 
other projects. They realized the pos- 
sibilities of New York, and they anti- 
cipated the future. Today, the com- 
|munity regards Tweed as one of its 
greatest benefactors. His “improve- 
ments” have trebled, nay increased 
tenfold, the value of real estate. Had 
he not been a thief in heart as well 


y's money honestly, even that which 
he stole, he would be entitled to a 
great monument in a public square. 
Six millions was the amount he and 
his charged with having 
stolen. hy in the light of our own 
times it is a petty larceny offence, a 
deed unworthy of a twentieth-century 
looter. 

The age has become scientific. 
Tweed's precious band of rascals in 
building a courthouse may have 
charged for it twice the value of the 
building, but they admitted the prop- 
erty belonged to the city; they may 
have bought lots along the Hudson 
River at ridiculous prices and shaved 


off big profits, but when the Riverside 
Drive was completed it was a city 


— fact, indeed, if he had spent the. 
c 


ing the opinions of the multitudes that ! highway. But under the prerent meth- 


od the city pays for the property, but 
aequires no property rights. 

A great fog has been skilifully in- 
vented. It obscures the vision of the 
public and it is lost in the mysrterics 
of “financing” and Is safe-guarded by 
the formula of laws. 

Take the tunnel, for instance. A con- 
tractor for upward of $30,000,000 agrees 
to bulld a tunnel. For it the city gives 
him the right to operate it upon its 
completion for fifty years at a nom- 
inal rental and the money to build it 
with. When completed the city wil! have 
paid for the tunnel and contractors wii 
enjoy the greatest railroad franchise 
in the world. If there is profit in it 
for a contracting company there shouid 
have been money in it for the city. 

There is no better service, nor cheaper 
service, than thet done by the Posta) 
Department. The delivery of letters 
is a business and the care of public 
streets Is a business. 

In all large cities when the citizen 
must needs reside a long distance 
from his place of employment the street 
becomes to him no longer a thorough- 
fare, but an avenue of transit. The 
Sstreat must move. The street has be- 
come so long, the distance so great, 
that he cannot pass over it on his own 
feet, therefore it must be put in mo- 
tion. As the actual street cannot move 
the transit on it, such as the cable or 
electric car, the overhead steam or 
the underground rail actually becomes 
his street in motion. A city, therefore, 
should own its moving streets: 

The water supply of cities was once 
the business of private corporations. 
Now every city manages the collection 
and distribution of water. And 450 
should it control the modes of trans- 
portation within its own limits. 

These great improvements having 
transportation in view are not spec- 
ulative. They are self-evident necessi- 
ties. They involve a vast amount of 
money, and the great corporation of 
New York City has ample money to 
carry any or ail through to a success- 
ful issue. 

“Financiers” st forward to under- 
take these works. y indoree the con- 
tractor, assume his contract and 
“finance;" but always with the view of 
getting their own money back speed- 
lly from the city; and when every dol- 
lar of disbursement has been repaid 
they still own valuable rights acquired 
at nominal rates. 

It takes two to make a bargain. The 
city on one hand; “financial” syndi- 
cates on the other. 

Now we have come to the meat tn the 
cocoanut. 

The question during the hot summer 
months ie: Who shali contro! the city? 
Or, putting it exactly right, Who will 
be empowered to give out the contracts 
in behalf of the city? 

Now. we can form some Idea of the 
sub-surface nourishment of the po- 
litical tree. 

In it reasonable to assume that the 
financial syndicate controlled by the 
most virtuous and estimable citizens, 
may be most lofty, high-toned, and 
patriothc citizens, are not as business 
men keenly alive to the importence of 
having in power a progressive admin- 
istration, headed by a progressive 
long-sighted. far-rea@hing Mayor? 

Again, is it not reasonable to assume 
that they will take precious good care 
that it will be so’ And is it not also ap- 
parent that they will exert their gen- 
tle but all-powerful influence, invisible 
to the eyes? 

During these hot months of mijd- 
summer, while pothouse politicians 
shout the names of their favorites l'ke 
touts at a racetrack, certain slick gen- 
tlemen at the heads of organizations 
try “to do business” in bankers’ par- 
lors. That is what may be called “try- 
ing to adjust roots to soll.” 

ere are few Assembly districts on 
the Island of Manhattan where Alder- 
men or Assemblymen, not fully in ac- 
cord with the plans, projects and policy 
of the Metropolitan Traction Company 
can hope for re@lection, even if they 
can secure renomination. A price set 
vpon any head finds its taker in an 
organization or by a district leader. 

New York City is not so much in the 
hands of politicians and litical or- 
ganizers as it is in the hands of “finan- 
clers.” The petty spollsman is looking 
for his little bone, but the big ones 
are loohing for those of a size which 
would put to shame those of the extinct 


mammoth. i 


I have dwelt somewhat at length 
upon this phase, as it ia one, if ap- 
parent to the local press, it has not the 
courage so to state. A wild whirl of 
dust is being raised over the misde- 
meanors of the petty-larceny type of 
political vlunderers, while the big fel- 
lows, screened by “law” and “finance, 
go on their ways rejoicing. 

Senator “Tim” Sullivan and District 
Leaders Engel and Sexton are pointed 
at as being in politics for profit, and 
Justice Jerome, with his little ax, 
cracks doors and safes and shakes his 
wise little head very sadly and very 
ominously. There is no doubt plenty 
to make one shake his head. Commis- 
sioner Keller is thumped by the grand 
jury because his nurses get drunk and 
howled at for buying goods with a sus- 
picion of sommissions attached thereto. 
No doubt the gamblers have been 
blackmalled, no doubt the police have 
been wrongfully employed. All this the 
citizen conc . and no doubt all this 
should be rerg@edied; but no grand jury 
abusive, and other commisgioners are 
inquires into the wrecking of the 
Third-avenue Reallroad. No grand 
jury asks how it was that a solvent, 
well-established road was made in- 
solvent. How about the widow with 
her shares, the infants with their 
shares, swept away until the controll- 
ing interest was secured by the Metro- 
politan Traction Company. It was just 
an accident, of course, just an acci- 
dent that it came to ruin. Perhaps, 
after all, it was only “finance.” 

The Mayoralty election means more 
than a few salaried positions. Means 
more than the control of patronage, 
which ts in fact controlled by civil- 
service rules; means more than con- 
tracts and privileges in the supplies to 
the city. t means contracts and 
franchises to the value of hundreds of 
millions for bridges and tunnels. It 
means fortunes to financiers and com- 
petencies to politicians “who must be 
taken care of.”

It seems to 
spring chiefly from personal inspira- 
tion rather than from divine reveila- 
tion, for according to Mr. Thales only 
parts of the Bible are accepted by the 
colonists. Like the theosophists, they 
profess to attain direct intercourse 
with the Jchoveh, and like the Spirit- 
ualistse, they receive guidance through 
the medium of epirits; they belie. 
they are constantly surrounded by 
epirits both good and bad, and are at 
all times subsect to their control. Thus 
it was that Mr. Hinde, in building the 
circular rooms of his house, was mis- 
guided by a epirit of the wrong kind, 
as he now admits. 

These vegetarians indulge in no 
seances or demonstrations of that 
character, this practice, once in vogue, 
having been abandoned after a thor- 
ough investigation. They claifm to re- 
ceive admonition in a more direct 
way—through good spirits. Mr. Thales 
believes the universe is full of little 
gods of no importance to the great 
plan of salvation. Death is regarded 
by them as a ‘birth into a new world, 
and the newly-borm attains to perfec- 
tion in accordance with his manner of 
life here, progression also being gov- 
erned to some extent by the character 
of the spirit which controlled that life. 
As Mr. Thales said, they live as nearly 
right as possible here in the hope of 
achieving the highest degree of per- 


the nutritive qualities of the real ar- 
ticle. The writer was invited to sample 
a slice of bread spread with this 
cocoanut butter, which seemed to 
fully justify the claim so far 
as taste was concerned. The cocoanuts 
are shipped from Tahiti by the thous- 
and, costing about 6% cents each laid 
down in Fullerton, and are one of 
the few thine-s consumed in the col- 
ony which are not of home production. 
All food products, not raised on the 
ranch, are purchased in wholesale 
quantities in Los Angeles and San 
Francisco for cash, as the colonist 
never buy on credit. After the milk of 
the cocoanut is extracted the meat is 
used chiefly in the manufacture of 
cocoanut oil. The purest olive and wal- 
nut oils are aleo made extensively on 
the ranch, and are used in vegetarian 
cookery as well as in feeding through 
the skin, a process by which invalids 
are nourished when they are afflicted 
with malnutrition or other ailments 
arising from a derangement of the di- 
gestive organs. The walnut ofl is 
made from what is known as the 
“Placentia Perfection” walnut, a brand 
which is famous in this section on ac- 
eount of excellence of flavor and large 
size. These trees are of Mr. Hinde s own 
propagation, and though undersized, 
are heavy producers. All the oil they 
can ship finds a ready market in the 
ad trade.

None 
of the conventional ceremonies are ob- 
served, the burial rites being more in 
the nature of a sanitary measure than 
a religious custom. But according to 
the vegetarian faith when one is dead 
the incorporeal element of human life 
has taken flight, and that which re- 


clay. In short, it is the welfare of the 
spirit which the vegetarian is looking 
after. 

THE HOME OF THE HOMELESS. 

Mr. Thales refers to the sick and af- 
flicted as people who are “badly born,” 
and it is to this class that he and Mr. 
Hinde have been ministering almost 
since the inception of the colony, for 
the sick they have always with them. 
Instead of drawing to the fold a 
healthy class who are capable of prop- 
agation, the homeless and afflicted 
have sought the supposed benefit of 
this spiritual and physical system of 
philosophy, and as a result the colony 
has not increased in numbers. 

Mr. Thales related the history of a 
number of chronic invalids who had 
undergone the vegetarian treatment— 
menu and all. He said that dieense 
when it exists in any form quickly 
manifests itself when the patient is put 
upon a purely vegetable diet, as is also 
the case with those addicted to the use 
of stimulants, traces of nicotine being 
noticeable in some men as long as 
seven years after the treatment is 
taken up. Though their treatment of 
the sick has some features in common 
with that practiced by faith curists, or 
Christian Scientists, they also resort 
to medical therapeutics when they 
deem it necessary. In any event, if a 
patient desires medical aid it is in- 
variably furnished, though they do not 
encourage this method, claiming that 
medicine has altogether a different ef- 
fect upon those who subsist on a veg- 
etable diet. 

THE BILL OF FARE. 


While the vegetarian menu might 
look like a fast-day spread to the mod- 
ern epicure, it Is more varied and sub- 
stantial than is generally supposed. 
and includes all cereals and orchard 
and garden preducts. All these are 
grown in greatest abundance on the 
ten-acre ranch of the Placentia colony. 
which is under the highest state of cul- 
tivation. For many articles of food 
which are prohibited by the rile of 
diet, substitutes are provided, as for 
instance in the case of butter. The 
genuine article is prohibited because it 
contains animal fat, and for the addi- 
tional reason, as Mr. Thales stated.

{London Engineer:} The exigencies 
of the present war have led to the in- 
crease of our field artillery, and during 
recent months we have been somewhat 
surprised at the supply of German 
as it does on our power 

providing the quality and the quan- 
m another surprise for us 
to find that a nation ‘of “ignorant 
farmers” have put into the field guns 
which have outranged ours, and they 
have shown an energy and capacity 
@hich makes us think that we have 
ourselves been napping. It was gener- 
ally thought before the war that, dex- 
trous and skillful as the Boers were 
known to be in fichting Savages or 
hunting wild animals, that the material 
of their field artiliery would be old- 
fashioned and obsolete; they say some 
Visitors to the Boer arsenals before the 
wer had been shown with real slim- 
ness only obsolete pieces, while the 
modern ones were carefully hidden out 
of sight! As a matter of fact, it ap- 
pears the Boers had gone with ready 
money to the best French, German and 
Austrian gun-making firms and had 
purchased the late artillery. We 
must now acknowledge that in this. as 
fn other matters, we have had to learn 
the enemy. The Boers were able 
to get the latest guns, while we, with 
our cumbrous organizations and com- 
mittees and vast war material, could 
mot alter what we had, and so our pat- 
tern of field artillery was not of the 
most recent date. It is a very diffi- 
cult matter to alter the equipment and 
armament of a nation, and particu- 
lariy of such a nation as ours, which 
almost forgets its army in peace time 
and longs for economy, and then when 
war comes expects everything to be all 
right. 

We have now, however, taken a new 
step which, though humiliating in a 
certain degree, is doubtless a wise one 
under the circumstances. A large or- 
der given, and, before any 
one kn about it besides a few offi- 
clais, we had obtained 168 new field 
guns with their wagons from Messrs. 
Ehrhardt of the Rhenish Machine and 
Metal Goods Company, Dusseldorf, 
with German designs a!! through in 
guns and mountings; while only in a 
few details, such as caliber to fit our 
present projectiles and diameter of 
axletree arms, etc., were conditions 
laid down.

The two great classes of smokeless 
powder are nitro-glycerine powders 
and nitro-cellulose powders. Of these 
the latter is preferred on the continent 
of Europe and in the United States. 
Germany, wherg a nitro-glycerine pow- 
der was used until recenily, has finally 
adopted a nitro-cellulose powder: Eng- 
land is the only great nation still using 
a nitro-glycerine powder, cordite. 

The great advantage of nitro-cellu- 
lose powders consists in producing the 
highest possible ballistics (velocity and 
energy) with the least possible amount 
of wear to the gun. The temperature 
due to the explosion of nitro-glycerine 
powders is nearly double that of nitro- 
cellulose powders, hence the great wear 

ers. s erosion is greatest at 
the beginning of the rifling, and ab- 
normally enlarges the seat of the pro- 
jectile, so that after a few rounds the 
shot is over-rammed, increasing the 
size of the chamber, which, as there 
is then more room for expansion of 
powder gases, reduces the pressure and 
consequently the velocity. Moreover, 
this enlargement prevents the proper 
centering of the projectile at starting, 
affecting thus the accuracy of fire. the 
projectile receiving a gyrating motion. 
The result is. that nitro-cellulose pow- 
ders give velocities exceeding 3000 foot 
seconds, while nitro-glycerine powders, 
after a few rounds, cannot be depended 
upon for more than 2500. 

As an example of the smal! effects 
of erosion due to nitro-cellulose pow- 
ders, a Krupp gun was fired 534 times, 
and then the dimensions came within 
the acceptance limits of a new gun. 


FOR ACCURACY OF FIRE. 

[New York Sun:] The ele- 
ment of accuracy of fire. 80 
important in these days of ships steam- 
ing twenty knots an hour, is involved 
In the powder used, and the first con- 
sideration; for real accuracy under 
service conditions is the obtaining of 
a powder which does not cause varia- 
tions in ballistics, either through 
change of temperature or damage to 
the bore of the gun. Close upon this 
comes the other main consideration of 
& good sight. With a telescopic sight 
the waste of ammunition is leasened, 
and the accuracy of fire is increased 
at least 50 per cent. One of the dif- 
ficulties of such sights has been to 
bring the cross wires of the telescope 
‘in focus with the object aimed at, but 
Sir Howard Grubb of Dublin has in- 
vented a sight recently in which an 
imaginary tmage, practicaliy in focu: 
with the object aimed at, can be 
brought into the alignment, so that 
no parallax resuits. 

Another important element for accu- 
racy of fire is a carriage so constructed 
as to give as little “jump” as possible. 
Accuracy of fire at long ranges ia the 
great point brought out by all recent 
wars, on land and at sca, for tield, na- 


facturers of all forms of gun carriages 
are striving to attain this end. “he 
latest form of non-recoil carriage is 
that designed by Messrs. Ehrhardt of 
Dusseldor(, Germany, in which the gun 
recoils in a cradle. The cha*act+ristic 
feature, however, is a long telescopic 
trail, drawn out in firing, and iy its 
great length preventing unsteadiness 
as weil as jump. 

The use of electricity, hydraulic and 
hydropneumatic power has also made 
the heavier guns practically quick 
firers. In one of the latest desteas of 
Krupp mountings the latter is eie- 
vated and trained by electricity, tut 
the rammer is operated by hyJraulic 
power, conveyed by means of s'rxible 
hydraulic piping. The recoll taken 
up by a bydraulic cylinder, a porsion of 
the liquid of which is used for coimpres- 
sing alr which stores up energy, and 
afterward used for running the gun out 
to the firing position. The ammunijicn 


13-inch guns uses no 
ek«tric, with the exception of the re- 
coll arrangements, which are hydraulic, 
combined with heavy spiral springs.

PIGEONS.* 

Following {!s an extract from the re- 
port of board ordered to investigate 
the question of transmission of mes- 
sage: 

From the examination of the subject 
as outlined in the orders of the de- 
partment, the board makes the follow- 
ing ree mmendations: 

1. That the use of homing pigeons 


telegraphy is introduced into the navy. 
. That, pending such action, no 
new pigeon cotes be established. 

3. That wireless telegraphy be 
adopted by the navy for transmission 
of messages between distant points, 

Referring to the last recommenda- 
tion, the board is of the opinion that 
a high degree of special electrical train- 
ing is demanded for the successful op- 
eration of an aystem of wireless 
telegraphy, and it therefore suggests 
as necessary the establishment of two 
stations sufficiently far removed from 
each other for the training of officers 
and men. In its opinion tuis require- 
ment would be best met by the estab- 
lishment of such stations at the navy 
yard, Washington, and the Naval 
Academy, Annapolis. If wireless teleg- 
raphy fulfills what now seems to be its 
possibilities the cadets should be thor- 
oughly trained ‘n it. 

As the investigation made b this 
| board ts not technical, there being no 
apparatus of any kind ready for test, 
but general in its character, such par- 
| tial examinations as are outlined 
above would not change the recom- 
mendations already made. 

The selection of any special system 
of wireless telegraphy is, in the opinion 
of the board, very largely a matter of 
business detail. 

If, for amy reason, any competitive 
test of different systems is thought de- 
sirable, the board recommends, in view 
of the fact that the improved Marconi 
apparatus will not be available for 
several months, and that Improvement 
in other systems may occur in that in- 
terval, that it be made only after due 
notice and preparation therefor and by 
a special board of experts appointed
